“It is apparent that the German command hopes to disrupt the 
entire Fifth sr my front to gain time to turn around and deal with 
the threat in its rear,” said an Allied military commentator. 
The Americans had seised a bridgehead across the Radipo, th re e ' 
miles below Cassino. In conjunction with the Allied landings near 
Rome, but were attacked Immediately In force by the Germans who 
had been augmented by three division# withdrawn from the Homo 
area only a few days ago.

cereals, beans, peas and nuts. Sol 
we can get proteins from veg©-; 
tables. These vegetable proteins. | 
however, do not act as readily in 
the bodily economy aB animal pro­ 
teins. Tbey are uot economical 
proteins. 
So while it is possible to live 


and thrive on an exclusively vege­ 
table diet, there is no support for 
tbe argum ent that it is a superior 
method of nutrition. It isn t. 
But tbe really tough argum ent 
for the 
vegetarian 
to 
get over 
centers in the recent wartime ex­ 
perim ents on isocaloric meals for 
w ar workers. 
Efficiency Charted 
A set of workers were given 
breakfasts which were successive­ 
ly, for certain periods, first, almost 
entirely carbohydrate; second, al­ 
most entirely fat; and third, a lit­ 
tle over half protein, a third car­ 
bohydrate and the rest fat. Then 
their efficiency was charted. 
The carbohydrate breakfast kept 
them going for About two hours 
and then they slumped and com­ 
plained about hunger and weak­ 
ness. 
The 
protein 
breakfast 
mixed 
with some carbohydrates and fat 
resulted in no let-up or diminution 
in vigor for six hours.

Stimson’s Labor Draft Argument Draws Praise; 


And Who Has Better Right To Speak For Troops?

AST Wedneeday Secretary 3tlm- 
« on made a statement which, 
whatever congreas do« » about na­ 
tional aervlce, will have a high 
place in the great tradition of 
American public life. 
For here in meaaured and com­ 
pelling words Is the argument that 
the republic cannot oblige some of 
Its people to serve the nation and 
exempt all the rest of Its peopla 
from the obligation. 
It was on the moral principle 
that there must be one standard of 
duty, not two differing standards 
for the soldier and the civilian, 
that Mr. Btlmson raated hia argu­ 
ment. 
He appealed to the American 
conscience on an elamenlary moral 
principle. 
The mark of greataasa In trou­ 
bled limes is to éo Just that—all 
other considerations and calcula­ 
tions to the basic Imoe of right and 
wrong. 
It is wrong for ua who ara civil­ 
ians to owa no lagal obligation to 
serve. 
It Is right that our obligation 
should be equal In law—though it 
never ran be equal In the reality of 
sacrifice—with that of the nieu who 
fight. To make this tm th «, » jar is 
leadership. 
To acknowledge this truth, when 
It has been made clear. Is each 
man's plain duty. To reject thla 
truth Is to fall In one's duty. That 
’s the argument for a national 
service act. 
All the rest of the 
argument is over dstalls. 


T*HERE is BO answer to Beer#- 
tary Stlmson's argnmsnt. When 
armies were laised by volnntesr- 
Ing, no one had a legal obligation 
to serve hla country. 
Now that our armiea are mlsed 
by compulsory service, It Is a cry­ 
ing Injustice and wboliy Immoral 
that the support of those armtee 
should depend not upon the obllga- 
UoB to support them but upon per- 
f-ona! choice, private whims and 
upon bariaiBing for money en­ 
forced by threats of a refusal to 
serve. 
No one can defend the double 
standard of duty, and even If there 
were not tha practical and urgent 
reason* why a national service 
legislation is mors necessary than 
ever at this stage of the war. It 
still would be Imperative tbat we 
eleanse ourselvea by establishing 
one alDgls universal standard of 
duty of aU able-bodied aduKa. 
There are, however, urgent and 
practical reaaone, which Mr. Stlro- 
•on alluded to but did not dwell 
upon, why at this atags of the war 
national servies « hould be adopted. 
One of them is that when tbs 
German phses of the war smia, a 
tremendous reorisnUtion will take 
place in order to conclude the 
Japanese phase. 


jF In thla difficult and complex 
transitlOB we do not bare na­ 
tional service, It will be each civil­ 
ian worker for himself and the 
devil Uks the hindmost. 
The workers who remain loyally 
at war Joba, snd those who cannot 
leave them, then will wiffer injus­ 
tice la relation to those who get a 
tavored place at the top of the list 
of peactime Job*. 
Only a national service act can 
Iniroduce Just ice and order Into 
the partial and then Into the gen­ 
eral demobilisation. 
But In truth It ought to be a swf- 
flcient reason for Mr. Green, Mr. 
Murray, Ben. Vtndenberg, or any 
one else, that Secretary Stlmson 
asks for thi* legislation In the 
name of the ermles of the United 
Btates. 
Mr. fitlmsou thinks the legisla­ 
tion 1* neceseary, and what he 
think* I* necesnary to win the war 
at the least coat It a roora impor- 
tawt opinion than anyone elae’e 
opinion. 
For to his care Is committed the 
welfare of the American aj-my. It 
Is he who ha* to *et the machinery 
In motion calling these men out 
of their home* to the training 
'amp* and th4 battlefield« . 
It Is he who mu» t guard their 
Interests while they are away and 
must bring them back again to 
their people. 
If he thinks that thl* atiuy needs 
the snpport of a nafi» )na! service 
act, who has a better right to be 
believed? 


j JS T the people at home who have 
a man In Ihl« war ask them­ 
selves where, from whom, they 
can obtain wiser and more disinter­ 
ested advice on what 1* good for 
their men than from the present 
lecretarY of war. 
What conceivable purpose could 
he have except to protect the army 
under hla care? 
He 1* no politician with a con­ 
stituency, and he never will seek 
any other public office. 
If« hat served the nation with 
honor and dtatlncflon longer than 
any other man In public life and 
there li nothing that he could 
seek, nothing tbat he could want, 
except the welfare and eucceee of 
the army and tha public good. 
He elands above party, above am­ 
bition and above any possible criti­ 
cism of hie motive« . 
And he ap« elEs as hundreds and 
hundred« of thousands of Amerf- 
cans ar« polaed for the greatast 
betUee ever fought by American 
forcea. 
He is entitled to our trust and 
to be followed even by those who 
feel that they have a different 
opinion. 
For on this subject and 
at thla time he speaks with author­ 
ity.

The People’s Foreign Policy 
nrHERE is a psychological problem in United 
^ 
States foreign policy, lying In the popular 
feeling thas this government is somehow Inad­

It is manifest in the numerous expres- 
aioBs of mistrust which are voiced when the 
United SfÄtes participates In International con­ 
ferences. The blight it places on confidence In 
America’s ability to attain amicable and reason­ 
able settlements of war problems Is serious. 
Too many Americans are believing and say- 
*ni that their representatives. In dealings with 
Great Britain and Russian, for Instance, are no | 
match for the cold realism of Prime Minister | 
Churchill and Premier Stalin. Through lack of 
faith In their own statesmen, they Impugn sinis­ 
ter motives wllly-nllly to the statesmen of other 
countries—and are despairingly certain tbat the 
, latter’s ability will be turned to good use at the 
' expense of American naivete. 
It is not a new misgiving, Indeed it goes all the 
way back to the period of World war I and 
farther, bnt it Is a dittnrbing thing and needs 
to be faced for the sake of unity on foreign policy 
matters. 
There is an obvious lack either of education 
. coBcemlng foreign policy, or of clarity in United 
States poR ^ itself which makes education impoa- 
alble. It la a fact that the people have not un- 
■ derstood their government’a foreign policy in re­ 
lation to Japan, to Spain, to Turkey and to 
South America. They have understood It only Im­ 
perfectly In relation to France, the republics 
*of South America and China. They are confused 
OB many points concerning Great Britain and 
Rnssla. This kind o i uncertainty is not healthy 
tx % democracy, where in theory at least foreign 
: poHcy grows out of the people. 
Xf fliere Is any one danger of a wholesale re- 
rtrslon to isolaUon and dlsUluslonment that Is 
mmre aento than all the otherm, this Is It. If 
ttia Ameriean people knew better what their for- 
: im m ent v ia aiming to do, they would hav« mor« 
- tonfldence on the occasions when they reaUs* 
that their goTemment is making the decisions 
lad eommitmenta which nltimately the people 
win haTs to badk np with their resources.

When they first were Introduced 
to this toughest of all aerial thea­ 
ters, there were serious misgivings

* 
Inqulree Harry Ruby. 
I should say I do. 
Harry Delson w« * one of a number of ente*' 
talners of my time wbo had far more talent 
than other« who became rich and famous, ye’ 
missed out on both the wealth and renown. 
It makes one sad to think of the brilliant 
fellows like Delson who got nowhere while those 
of leaser ability moved Into btg money and big 
reputations. Someone once spoke of ‘ the per 
slstency of the uninspired." which cover a num- 
b« f of top-bf« cket entertainers of today. 
There was a chap out of Phlladalphla. I be­ 
lieve, by the name of Happy Nulty, who should 
hava been up there with the best but who, like 
Delson. stopped short of wide fame. Then there 
was Jack Osterman, a boy of 8cintil)« iing talent 
who perhaps was better know-n than Delson or 
Nulty but who never realized on all his gifts. 
Tbe« e lads, all dead, might be making fabulous 
salarie« nowadays. 


T REGRET to say they were themselves largely 
* 
to blame for their shortcomings, but that 
doe* not lessen the pity of It. They flourished 
wUhIn the time of some of the greatest stars 
of stage and screen and radio of this era and 
would be no older, had they lived, than many 
of the current headliners. They were comics, 
and comics usually b« come better as they mel­ 
low and become more experienced. 
Harry Delson was a unique entertainer. He 
worked for acme time at a place called the 
College In 126th st. near Eighth ave. In Harlem 
Harry Ruby, a song writer who dotes on the 
unusual, thinks Delson was the first to do the 
non-sequitur type of song. He would take a wide­ 
ly-known song and do it « omethlng like this: 
"I wish 1 was In Dixie 
I am—who cares? 
My father was a millionaire 
Until he got pneumonia 
He!gh-ho! Keep cool 
I wish I wag in Dixlfe." 


» TpHIS may sound pretty silly as you read It. 
but the way Delson got It off It was very 
funny. He was another of (hose entertainers* 
entertainer, which is to say his talent was more 
•ppr« cfated by members of his own profession 
than the laity. A1 Jolson, Belle Baker. Willie 
Howard and other great performers of the day 
would visit the College Just to hear Delson. 
A phrase that originated with him became 
famous. He would step onto the platform, call 
for a drum-roll. gaze around the smoke-filled 
room and say. ‘ .So this Is Paris?’’ It always got 
a yell. Probably others besides Harry Ruby re­ 
member R as original with Delson. and probably 
few others remember that Delson also origi­ 
nated “The kid is tjlever” and “.\ny-hoo’’. 
Not 'that thes« saying aro flashes of genlu.*. 
you understand, though sometimes nothing more 
that a saying can be well capitalized, as for 
instance Texas Gulnan’s “Hello, sucker." which 
originated with Paul Armatrong or Wilson Mlz- 
ner and wa.s the Invariable greeting of both to 
everyone at a time when Tex must have been 
Just a little girl. 
She probably picked it up from MIzner, who 
was one of her close friends and she made li 
famous, « he did not use it in the early days of 
her night club career at the Beaux Art* on 
40th aud Sixth ave.

And Who Has Better Right To Speak For Troops? 
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Appraisal Of Sen. Taft 
IN Ohio’s history as a stats, only 43 msn have 
had the distinction of serving as Its United 
States senators, either by choice of the legislature 
up to 1914, or by direct choice of the people since 
IHI. 
Great names appear in the roster: The first 
senator, Thomas Worthington, Return J. Meigs, 
Edward Tiffin, William Henry Harrison, Thomaa 
Ewing, Salmon F. Chase, Benjamin F. Wade, John 
Sherman, Joseph B. Forager,* Theodore E. Bur­ 
ton, Atlee Pomerene, Warren G. Harding, Frank 
B. Willis, Simeon D. Fess—end others. 
Except for the luster Imparted by time or call 
to higher office, none of these men has shown, 
on his senatorial record, more capability than 
does 8en. Robert A. Taft today. If one were to 
choose three reason* for Sen. Taft’s popularity 
with the people of Ohio and with his fellow 
member* to the senate, they would be: Because 
he la forthright, because he is studious, because 
ha la comprehending. 
Sen. Tuft'* stature has Increased continuously 
from the day he erst set foot on th* senate 
floor. His faithful devotion to duty la recorded 
to the fact he doe* not skip roll calls, but casts 
his vote on all Important Issues, to hit lexicon 
there are bo "hot potato**". He Is there to 
express Ohio’s position and does so whether it la 
politically expedient or not Only n few mem­ 
bers of the senate ar* noted for that hind of 
uouraga. 
But to Toto on every Issue Is one thing; to 
Toto thoughtfully, Intelligently, with u m om of 
ju tlo * Ii another. Sea. Taft’s colleagues, Demo' 
orals sad Republicans alike, concede him these 
characterist!os.

He to recognised na one af th* ablest students 
od federal (Inanes. His sound views and well 
prepared presentations hay* been of great value 
aa rn rallying point for congressional challengers 
of th* easy-eome-eaay-go toggling of th* people’s 
money. He believe* tho people should pay for 
whatever la necessary, useful and progressive, 
hut ha is not willing to vote one cent for spend­ 
thrift notions.

LAST Wednesday Secretary Stim­ 
son made a statement which, 
whatever congress does about na­ 
tional service, will have a high 
place In the great tradition of 
American public life. 
For here In measured and com­ 
pelling words Is the argument that 
the republic cannot oblige some of 
Its people to serve the nation and 
exempt all the rest of its people 
from the obligation. 
It was on the moral principle 
that there must be one standard of 
duty, not two differing standards 
for the soldier and the civilian, 
that Mr. Stimson rested hie argu­ 
ment. 
He appealed to the American 
conscience on an elementary morel 
principle. 
The mark of greatness In trou­ 
bled times Is to do just that—all 
other considerations and calcula­ 
tions to the basic iseu* of right and 
wrong. 
It Is wrong for im who are civil- 
inns to owe no legal Obligation to 
serve. 
It Is right that our obligation 
should be equal in law—though it 
never can be equal In the reality of 
sacrifice—with that of the men who 
fight. To make this truth «. war Is 
leadership. 
To acknowledge this truth, when 
It bas been made clear, is eaeh 
man’s plain duty. To reject this 
truth Is to fall In one’s duty. That 
's the argument for a national 
service act. 
All the rest of the 
argument is over details. 


T H E R E Is. bo answer to Secre­ 
tary Stlmeon's argument. When 
armies were felted by volunteer­ 
ing, no one had a legal obligation 
to serve his country. 
Now that our armies are raised 
by compulsory service, It Is a cry­ 
ing Injustice and wholly immoral 
that the support of those armies 
should depend not upon the obliga­ 
tion to support them but upon per­ 
sonal choice, private Whims and 
upon bargaining for money en­ 
forced by threats of a refusal to 
serve. 
No one can defend the double 
standard of duty, and oven lf there 
were not the practicsl and urgent 
reasons why a national service 
legislation is m ort necessary than 
ever at this stage of th* wer, it 
still would be imperative that we 
cleanse ourselves by establishing 
one single universal standard of 
duty of att able-bodied adults. 
There are, however, urgent end 
practical reasons, which Mr. Stim­ 
son alluded to but did not dwell 
upon, why ut this stage of th* war 
nations] serries should be adopted. 
One of them Ie that when the 
German phase of th* war ends, a 
tremendous reorientation will take 
plaoe In order to conclude the 
Japanese phase. 


|F in this difficult and complex 
transition we do not have na­ 
tional service, it will be each civil 
ian worker for himself and the 
devil take the hindmost. 
The workers who remain loyally 
at war Jobs, snd those who csnnot 
leave them, then will suffer Injus­ 
tice In relation to those who get a 
favored place at the top of the lief 
of peactime Jobs. 
Only a national service act can 
introduce Justice and order Into 
the partial and then Into the gen 
era! demobilization. 
But in tm th it ought to be a suf­ 
ficient reason for Mr. Green. Mr. 
Murray. Sen. Vandenberg, or any 
one else, that Secretary Stimson 
saks for this legislation in the 
name of the armies of the United 
States.

We Know That You Never Heard Him, 


But He Was One Of The Outstanding 


Entertainers Of Our Time

*t WONDER lf you remember Harry Deleon.” 
I 
inquire# Harry Ruby. 
I should say I do. 
Harry nelson was one of a number of enter 
talliers of my time who bad far more talent 
than others who became rich and famous, yet 
missed out on both the wealth and renown. 
It makes one sad to think of the brilliant 
fellows like Delson who got nowhere while those 
of lesser ability moved Into big money and big 
reputations. Someone once spoke of ‘ the per 
■latency of the uninspired.’’ which cover a num­ 
ber of top-bracket entertainers of today. 
There was a chap out of Philadalphia. I be­ 
lieve, by the name of Happy Nulty. who should 
bara been up there with the best but who. like 
Delson. stopped short of wide fame. Then there 
was Jack Osterman. a boy of scintillating talen* 
who perhaps was better known than Delson or 
Nulty but who never realized on all his gifts. 
These lads, all dead, might be making fabulous 
salaries nowadays. 
I REGRET to say they were themselves largely 
to blame for their shortcomings, but that 
does not lessen the pity of it. They flourished 
within the time of some of the greatest stars 
of stage and screen and radio of this era and 
woald be no older, had they lived, than many 
of the current headliners. They were comics. 
and comics usually become better aa they mel­ 
low and become more experienced. 
Harry Delson was a unique entertainer. He 
worked for some time at a place called the 
College In 126th st. near Eighth ave. In Harlem. 
Harnr Ruby, a song writer who dotes on the 
unusual, thinks Delson was the first to do the 
non-eequltur type of song. He would take a wide­ 
ly-known song and do It something like this: 
"I wish I was In Dixit 
I am—who cares? 
My father was a millionaire 
Until he got pneumonia 
Ileigh-ho! Keep cool 
I wish I was In Dixie." 


'j'H IS may sound pretty slily as you read It, 
but the way Delson got It off it was very 
funny. He was another of those entertainers’ 
entertainer, which Is to say his talent was more 
appreciated by members of his own profession 
than' th# laity. Al Jolson, Belle Baker. Willie 
Howard and other great performers of the day 
would visit the College just to hear Delson. 
A phrase that originated with him became 
famous. He would step onto the platform, call 
for a drum roll, gaze around the smoke-filled 
room and say. “So this Is Paris?’’ It always got 
a yell. Probably others besides Harry Ruby re­ 
member it as original with Delson, and probably 
few others remember that Delson also origi­ 
nated “The kid is clever” and ‘‘Any-hoo’’. 
Not that these saying are flashes of genius, 
you understand, though sometimes nothing more 
that a saying can be well capitalized, as for 
instance Texas Guinan’s “Hello, sucker,’’ which 
originated with Paul Armstrong or Wilson Mi*, 
ner and was the Invariable greeting of both to 
everyone at a time when Tex must have been 
juat a little girl.

The provisions of the bill which 
was adopted by the senate and 
sent to the house meet with the 
approval of the public, and the 
great majority of Americans are 
willing to pay higher taxes to make 
these payments possible. 
This is indicated in a coast-to- 
coast survey by the Institute. 
Contrast To 1935 Attitude 
The public’s willingness to grant 
bounty pay to servicemen contrasts 
sharply with its attitude toward 
the washing of the soldier’s bonus 
certificates in 1935 by veterans of 
World War I. At that time a sur­ 
vey found nearly as many voters 
opposed to the bonus as in favor 
if it. 
National 
opinion 
today 
was 
sounded both on the general prin­ 
ciple of mustering out pay and on 
the specific sums provided in the 
senate bill. The house measure, 
being debated this week, would 
provide somewhat smaller sums. 
The first question in the survey 
dealt with the general issue as 
follows: 
“A bill in congress provides that 
members of the armed forces be 
given a certain sum of money by 
the government when they leave 
the service. Do you approve or dis­ 
approve?"

Voters were then handed a card 
listing the various sums balled for 
in the senate bill. Servicemen who 
have served on duty outside the 
United States would receive 8600 
for 18 months or more, $400 for 
12 to 18 months, and $300 for 
less than 12 months service. 
Believed About Right 
Those who have served only in 
the United States would be paid 
$300 for 12 months or more, and 
$200 for less than 12 months. 
Voters were asked: 
“Do you think these amounts 
are too large, too small, or about 
right?" 
The replies show that the great 
majority consider these sums either 
about right or too small, while
